T he National Conference on Street and Highway Safety, or­ 
ganized four years ago with Herbert Hoover as chairman, drafted 
and submitted to various city authorities, a uniform state vehicle 
ordinance for their consideration. 
Representatives of IO national organizations which have sup­ 
ported the work of the conference since its establishment, have 
just completed a revision of this traffic ordinance, which will again 
be submitted to th e cities of the nation.

PROHIBITION NOT A KAILI KE 


BEFORE the Federal prohibition amendment became effective 
on January 29, 1919, there were in the United Slates about 178,- 
000 saloons. Few who have any acquaintance with the facts deny 
there is much drinking in the United States. But it is only those 
who do not know the facts who believe or pretend to believe there 
is as much drinking, or hall' as much as there was before the adop­ 
tion of the Eighteenth amendment. 
The consumption has de­ 
creased by several million barrels. 
We spend several millions of dollars a year in so-called en­ 
forcement and make a poor job of it. 
The fact remains that our 
liquor bill in this country was nearer two billions a year in the ole 
days.
